The labeling referred to above, submitted in connection with registration under the Federal
Insecticide, Fungicide and Rodenticide Act (FIFRA) as amended, to add new uses on basil; bean
(snap); ginseng and for expansion to crop groups vegetable, fruiting, group 8-10; small, vine
climbing, subgroup 13-07F, except fuzzy kiwifruit; onion, bulb subgroup 3-07A; onion, green
subgroup 3-07B; and green house tomato has been reviewed and found to be acceptable under
FIFRA section 3(c)(7)(B) provided:

1. Three aerobic aquatic metabolism studies were submitted but only one study (MRID
46800031) is currently classified as "supplemental and upgradeable." Additional,
information must be submitted by July 1, 2014 related to identification of all major
transformation product for both systems. The remaining two studies are classified
"unacceptable"

The following decisions involving submissions of conditional data are being closed with
this approval. These data are acceptable and these conditions have been satisfied:

Revus provides control of diseases caused by downy mildews. It has preventative and
limited curative properties. Revus is applied as a foliar spray and can be used in block,
alternating spray, or tank mix programs with other crop protection products. All
applications must be made according to the use directions that follow.

PRODUCT USE INSTRUCTIONS ~

Application: Thorough coverage is necessary to provide good disease control. Mix only
the amount of spray solution needed for immediate application. Avoid spray overlap, as
crop injury may occur.

Adjuvants: For some uses on this label, a spreading/penetrating type adjuvant such as
a non-ionic surfactant, crop oil concentrate, silicone based, or blend must be added at
the manufacturer's recommended rates. For other crop uses, an adjuvant is
